MINISTRY OF LABOUR & EMPLOYMENT 
RESOLUTION 

New Deihi , the 4 th March 1965 

No. WB-3(60)/62.— The Central Wage Board tor tea 
plantation industry, Calcutta, at Its meeting held at Madras, 
on the 21st December, 1962, made recommendations for grant 
of interim wage increase to labour in the tea estate* In 
Mysore, The recommendations were accepted by Govern- 
ment by their Resolution No. WB-3(60)/62, dated the 2nd 
January, 1963, published in the Gazette of India, Part I. 
Section I, dated the 12th January, 1963. 

2. Certain more facts in connection with the above recom- 
mendations were brought to the notice of the Wage Board 
and the Board has considered . these at Its meeting held at 
Madurai on the 6th February, 1963. The Board na» unani- 
mously revised its earlier recommendations, as explained in 
the Appendix. 

3, Government have decided to accept the Board's revised 
recommendations and to request the employers to Implement 
the same as early as possible. 

Order 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated 
to all concerned. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published In the 
Gaictte of India for general information. 


Appendix 

Central Wage Board for Tea Plantation Industry 

When the Board made its recommendations regarding 
interim wage increase in respect of Tea estates in Mysore 
State, on 21st December 1962, the Board was informed of the 
existence only of Kadamane and Goomenkhan estates; and 
its recommendations were made only on the basis of these 
two estates and were meant to cover only those two estates. 
Subsequently the Board has been informed of the existence 
of other Tea estates, and that they require to be considered 
on a separate footing. The Board has considered the ques- 
tion and makes the following recommendations:— 

(1) The recommendations already made on 21st Decem- 
ber, 1962 will apply to the Kadamane and Goomen- 
khan estates. 

(2) In the case of other Tea estates In the State of Mysore, 

the workers will be given the folio ving interim 
wage increase per day: 

Grade I (Adult Male workers)— Re. 0.13 nP. (thirteen) 
Grade II (Adult Women workers).— Re, 0.10 nP. (Ten) 
Grade III (Adolescents)— Re. 0.08 nP. (Eight) 

Grade IV (Children)— Re. 0,07 nP. (Seven) 

(3) The above wage increase will be paid as from 10th 
August 1962. 

(4) In case of workers in mixed estates in Mysore State, 
the existing conventions and practice will govern 
their wages.
